a student speaks .. . 


O f all the questions of interest that are 
posed to a college graduate none is more 
compelling and revealing than that which 
is asked regarding his impression of his 
Alma Mater. While different individuals 
will frame their answers differently, I, for 
one, shall be among the majority who 
would undoubtedly feel that such a ques- 
tion almost amounts to asking what their 
mother means to them. For whereas each 
one has his physical mother and also a first 
Alma Mater for his secondary education, 
his college years, through an interplay of 
new and varied factors, render the institu- 
tion of his recent learning a very loving 
mother 

And this is particularly true of King’s 
College, whence | am coming forth among 
the happy graduates of the year nineteen 
hundred and sixty. For what is King’s to 
me? 

After four years under its protecting 
rool, King’s stands behind me as an em- 
bodied fulfillment of a purpose—a fulfill- 
ment both on its part and on mine. 

King’s was founded on spiritual, philo- 
sophical, and cultural grounds. As it ex- 
nlicitly maintains, it does not aim simply 

produce accountants, or businessmen, 
or chemists, or biologists. It does not pro- 

turn out, cut and cold, high wran- 


glers from its department of mathematics. 


much as it provides modern laborato- 
tas or ‘pre-professional training and 
snecialization,. its bent 1s far from being 


sty on the practical 
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Nor, yet does it handle its program such 
that yearly recruits will no longer after a 
four-year drilling be jeered at as persons 
deficient in Secunda Petri. Its religious 
foundation does not imply instilling every 
sense of Japanese kami on the mind; its 
ingredients are not those of a syrup of hu- 
man kindness. Its cultural emphasis is not 
as isolated and confined as mere recogni- 
tion of every arma virumque cano, or in- 
terpretation of each “To be or not to be.”’ 
Rather, the spiritual, the philosophical, 
and the cultural elements in its program 
are sought to be harmoniously blended in 
order to cope with the whole man. 

As a Catholic college, conducted by 
priests, King’s furnishes youth within its 
fold with day-to-day opportunities to be 
guided, assisted, or prodded on, by men 
whose lives have been wholly dedicated 
to the service of God and neighbor. The 
Holy Cross Fathers certainly march 
among the first in the army of the Cath- 
olic Church in her campaign for the edu- 
cation of the young. And it would be just 
ordinary homage to restate that their role 
has been a remarkable and successful one. 
Their own graduates can testify to it, for 
their spiritual life has either been instilled 
or strengthened by their college pro- 
fessor-priests. 

University students, in general, have 
been confused and dismayed by the host 
of conflicting philosophies, most of 
which have nothing to do with actual liv- 
ing and learning itself. But King’s College 








can well be proud of the scholastic phi- 
losophy which is the basis of its education, 
for while this same philosophy never 
means to frown on, or muffle what others 
have to say, it aims to clarify, integrate 
and guide to better understanding and 
discovery. 

No thorough and honest student of this 
science can fail to realize its true and 
close-to-earth quality, yet also a soaring 
sublimity proportioned to the dual aspect 
and capabilities of man. 

Finally, the individual courses in lib- 
eral arts gradually disclose a wider vista 
to the student, so that he develops the 
necessary conception and appreciation of 
the deeds of historic man, and the work- 
ings of the human mind. With the proper 
philosophical foundation and through 
comparison and analysis, the student is 
aided by his instructors to find his place in 
the human interpretation of reality and 
response to it. The process may in some 
instances include seemingly boring lec- 
tures in stuffy rooms. Yet, King’s ideals 
and intentions are not lost. 

On my part, therefore, although King’s 
by location is naturally for American 
youth, (and I am not an American), there 
has been likewise a fulfillment of a pur- 
pose. The explanation is essentially King’s 
program itself, for my fulfillment and that 
of King’s are in reality but two faces of the 
same coin. But, furthermore, whether I 
like it or not, I belong by age to a social 
category, which in the western culture 
embraces the last years of the ascribed 
status of youth. In other words, our prep- 
aration in King’s is a preparation for 
adulthood. Therefore, no matter what 
service of Creator and mankind I choose 
for myself, the school I have gone through 
in my college years had a task even more 
decisive in some respects than a mother’s 
rearing of a child. For an adult is to be 


given the fullfledged membership in a so- 
ciety; thus, he needs to mature in time, in 
totality, as a man. 

At the moment, in conclusion, I can say 
that my predominant feeling is one of 
gratitude to King’s, the faculty and my 
classmates. As we walk into the future and 
leave in the past the building and the 
years, we shall keep ever present the 
ideals of our Alma Mater—those noble 
seeds that should raise noble deeds on the 
adult bivouac of life.

The King’s Debate Union opened with 
a victory over Cambridge University in 
the Sixth Annual Basil Antoine Interna- 
tional Debate; Harrison and Grzyb up- 
held the affirmative side of the proposi- 
tion, Resolved: ‘““‘That American Policy 
in the Middle East has been in Favor of 
the Arab Nations.” The intercollegiate 
debate tournament season for the four- 
man varsity team, with the national col- 
legiate topic, ‘“Resolved that the Congress 
of the United States should have the 
Power to Reverse Decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court,’ opened at St. 
Joseph’s in Philadelphia, where in a gath- 
ering of twenty-six entries King’s emerged 
third with a record of 8-2; first place went 
to Dartmouth with a 9-1 while the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame edged King’s out 
by a median score of 20.5 to 19.5 for sec- 


ond spot. Frank Harrison took the fifth 
best debater award. As the Regis goes to 
press other four-man varsity tournaments 
scheduled are: Pennsylvania State Tour- 
nament at Washington and Jefferson, 
Eastern Forensic Tournament at St. 
John’s University (Long Island), New 
York University Hall of Fame, the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh Cross-Examination, 
Morgan State, among others. For the 
first time on the schedule appeared 
Georgetown University’s Cherry Blossom 
Tourney and the Marshall-Whyte of Wil- 
liam and Mary College. Last season the 
King’s Debate Union set an outstanding 
record. The Varsity won seventy-nine 
matches while losing forty-four. The 
Novices had an impressive total of thirty- 
seven and three.

John Ferguson, King’s junior fullback 
from Harrisburg, staged a one-man show 
by scoring two touchdowns and kicking 
both extra points as the Monarchs upset 
the University of Scranton 14-0. Not to 
be denied was the great play by the out- 
weighed King’s line, sparked by junior 
guard Frank Walker who spent most of 
the afternoon as the “fifth man” in the 
Scranton backfield. His hard tackling re- 
sulted in many fumbles, and he was con- 
stantly spilling the opposition’s quarter- 
back for substantial losses. 

A team victory all the way, the Mon- 
archs showed from the opening whistle 
that they were “up” for the big game. The 
win was the second for King’s in the ser- 
ies with the Royals, and marked the first 
time that Scranton was shut out.

The new addition to the library covers 
the entire fourth floor of the Science 
Building and connects with the newly 
renovated fourth floor of the Main Build- 
ing. It houses the library’s circulating col- 
lection of 30,000 books in attractive, 
well-lighted, open stacks. At one end is 
the Science Library with its collection 
of journals, reference works and micro- 
films. Connecting the Reading Room 
with the Reference Room is the control 
room with its card catalogs and control 
desk. This section also comprises the 
Business and Industry Library, Seminar 
Rooms, Music Room, Audio-Visual Sec- 
tion, workroom and office. The library 
has a total collection of 40,000 books with 
a capacity for 60,000. It subscribes to 365 
periodicals and 10 newspapers. As the 
Selective Depository for United States 
Government Documents, the library now 
has 41,000 items. A collection of 1000 
long-playing records is available to the 
students for home use or for playing in 
the attractively appointed Music Room. 
The seating capacity of the library is 290.

The modern and beautiful cafeteria, 
with a seating capacity of approximately 
five hundred, occupies the entire lower 
level of the new building. Up-to-date 
cooking equipment and refrigeration have 
been installed in the spacious kitchen 
where nourishing meals are prepared 
three times each day for students and fac- 
ulty. The walls of the cafeteria are pan- 
elled in cherry with attractive color and

In addition 
to supplying the laboratory and classroom 
needs of the Department of Biology, 
Chemistry, and Mathematics, the pro- 
grams in Physics and Pre-Engineering are 
supplemented by the new facilities. The 
floor which contains the Biology Depart- 
ment houses three major laboratories for 
class use—one of these is used for the 
study of General Zoology and Compara- 
tive Anatomy; another is used for the 
study of Botany, Embryology, and His- 
tology; and the third provides the neces- 
sary accommodations for the study of 
Bacteriology and Physiology. In addition 
to these spacious and well-equipped lab- 
oratories are two smaller laboratories, 
designed for student and faculty research. 
Private offices for the faculty members, a 
photographic darkroom, and an animal 
room complete the biology facilities. 

The floor which contains the Chemistry 
Department has four large laboratories 
for the special needs of students who are 
majoring in Chemistry and for those other 
students whose course requires the study 
of Chemistry. These well-designed lab- 
oratories facilitate the study of Elemen- 
tary Chemistry, Organic Chemistry, Ana- 
lytical Chemistry, and Physical Chem- 
istry and aid both student and faculty re- 
search. Supplementing the labs are the 
faculty offices, the Physics Lab, and the 
spacious and well-lighted engineering 
drawing room. 


The elementary chemistry laboratory of the col- 


lege is completely equipped for the teaching of 
basic chemistry. 


Another beautiful, modern, and functional lab- 
oratory; a symbol of the excellence of scientific 
study the King’s College science department is 
striving to impart. 


Teaching of botany at the college is comple- 
mented by the modernistic botany laboratory. 
This is used for the study of microscopic slides. 
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This laboratory in the King’s Science Building is 
designed for the study of bacteriology. It also 
will be used for the study of physiology. Desks 
are specially designed for both types of study.
